Kotsteins for UAetslinn Fellowship 


These are days of crucial conditions 
in and out of Christendom, which 
challenge all Christians to whole- 
hearted cooperation. In fact, if the 
Christians throughout the world suc- 
ceed in developing a solid bulwark 
against the enemies of Christianity 
and promoting its worthy causes, it 
will be through closer and stronger 
fellowship. To my mind there are 
many reasons why all Christians can 
and should enjoy genuine heart- 
warming fellowship, regardless of de- 
nominational distinctions. 

First of all, we as Christians have 
the same heavely Father. He is our 
Father by creation, for David said, 
“It is God that hath made us.” He 
is our heavenly Father by re-crea- 
tion; for, in St. John 1:13, we read 
that we are “born of God”; and, in 
1 John 3:1, we read, “Behold, what 
manner of love the Father hath be- 
stowed upon us, that we should be 
called the sons of God.” Then, in 2 
Cor. 5:17, Paul lets us know how this 
is, when he said, “If any man be in 
Christ, he is a new creature.” There- 
fore, by physical and spiritual birth 
all Christians are God’s children. 

Again, we are of the same blood. 
Paul tells us in Acts 17:26 that God 
“hath made of one blood all nations 
of men.” This, of course, is physical 
blood. But Simon Peter tells us, in 
1 Peter 1:18, 19, that as Christians 
we are of one blood—that we were 
“redeemed with the precious blood of 
Christ.” Therefore, by blood all true 
Christians are the same, and our fel- 
lowship should be real and precious. 

Then, being of the same Father and 
of the same blood, we are of the same 
family; hence, Paul speaks of us as 
being “the household of God,” in Eph. 
2:19; also, the “household of faith,” 
Gal 5:10. Therefore, as members of 
the same family, there should be the 
tenderest of care, interest, concern, 
respect, and devoted love between 
Christians everywhere. In this con- 
nection we should also realize that 
“united we stand,” but that, as Jesus 
said, “a house divided against it- 
self will come to desolation.” 

Being of the same household and 
family, we have numerous titles. Some 
of these titles have been given to us 
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by critics. Some have been given to us 
by Christian leaders; and, still bet- 
ter, some by the Lord Jesus Himself. 
These titles are the same for all Chris- 
tians, regardless of color, clime, or call- 
ing. Here are some of them: saints, 
and isn’t it wonderful that we be- 
lieve in living saints, and that only 
living saints can be saints after death. 
Notice the exhortation of Paul, in 
Rom. 16:1, 2, “I commend unto you 
Phebe our sister, which is a servent 
of the church which is at Cenchrea; 
that ye receive her in the Lord, as be- 
cometh saints.” This shows clearly 
that Phebe, as well as those who were 
to receive her, were saints; that is, 
holy and godly people. To further 
substantiate the fact that saints are 
saints before they die, we hear David 
say, “Precious in the sight of the Lord 
is the death of his saints.” 

Then we have the title disciples. 
Jesus said, “By this shall all men know 
that ye are my disciples, and that ye 
have love one toward another.” All 
Christians are His disciples. Again, we 
are called Christians. The disciples were 
called Christians first at Antioch be- 
cause they looked like Christ, taught 
like Christ, lived like Christ. Then, 
again, we are called friends. Jesus 
said, “Ye are my friends IF ye do 
whatsoever I command you.” But we 
are not only called saints, disciples, 
Christians, friends, we are called 
brethren; and this is one of the most 
endearing titles, to my mind, that is 
given to us. 

Again, we are challenged to fellow- 
ship because we have the same com- 
mission. There is only one group of 
people who are commissioned to car- 
ry the gospel of Jesus Christ, and 
that is Christians. Christians every- 
where are authorized to “go ye there- 
fore, and teach all nations, baptizing 
them in the name of the Father, and 
of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost: 
teaching them to observe all things 
whatsoever I have commanded you: 
and, lo, I am with you alway, even un- 
to the end of the world.” There is no 
group of Christians, or professed 
Christians, who have a monopoly on 
this. Our commission came from the 
same person; it is contained in the 
same Bible, and it is this Bible and 





its precious truths that we are to 
preach to men and women everywhere 
in an effort to make Christian disci- 
ples out of them. 

Then, too, if true Christians, we 
have the same objectives. Regardless 
of what may be our denominational 
distinctions or titles, we are both as 
individuals and groups, to seek the 
lost, save the lost, build up the spiritual 
kingdom, and promote righteousness 
and peace in this world. No greater and 
grander objectives could be thought 
of than these. This is what the world 
needs; but they can only come through 
the medium of whole-hearted Chris- 
tian effort. 

Another strong reason for Chris- 
tian fellowship is due to our same- 
ness of methods in carrying on our 
work. We preach the gospel as evan- 
gelists and as pastors. We teach the 
gospel as laymen, evangelists, and 
pastors. We sing and play the gospel 
as singers and musicians. Then, we 
are surely praying musicians, singers, 
teachers, evangelists, pastors, or else 
we are failures. As praying Christians, 
we travel faster and farther than any 
other way. Radio has been a method 
and means of spreading the gospel 
for years. Television is a recent dis- 
covery, and many of us are afraid of it 
as we were the radio, but the only 
logical approach to this is to use it 
as we did the radio, else the devil will 
take the entire time and use of tele- 
vision. The press is another method of 
spreading the gospel from a local 
point throughout the whole world. 
All of these methods are resorted to 
by every Christian group and organi- 
zation; therefore, the sameness in 
these fields of activity should demand 
of all Christians a definite fellow- 
ship, understanding, respect, coopera- 
tion, and appreciation for each other’s 
efforts. 

Further, there should be Christian 
fellowship in our work because we 
use pretty much the same systems. 
For instance, there are but few Chris- 
tian organizations that do not have 
Sunday Schools. It is one of the great- 
est means of promoting the church and 
the Christian cause that can be 
thought of. In fact, the Sunday School 
attendance and progress is one of the 
best barometers of a church. Not only 
that, but many missions are organized 
as a Sunday School, and then later 
organized into a local church. That 
is the next point in which we have 
so much in common in Christian en- 
deavors, for the local church is a 
Christian home in all the denomina- 
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tions, even among groups who, at 
least pretend they do not believe in 
governed organizations. 


Another system that we have much 
in common through Christendom is 
our missions, which we speak of as 
home and foreign. Christ Jesus said 
that the disciples, as living witnesses, 
were to bear testimony in Jerusalem, 
Judea, Samaria, and unto the utmost 
parts of the earth. We most certainly 
start at home, but from home we 
travel outward and onward to the ut- 
most parts of the earth. Then there is 
a general acknowledgment of our ed- 
ucational need. Christians who are 
Progressive-minded realize that we 
must not only be educated in God’s 
Word and plan concerning our lives 
and work, but also in the various 
sciences and literary subjects. Not 
only that, but we must develop our 
young people through educational ef- 
forts in the home, the Sunday School, 
Young People’s Endeavor, regular 
church services, Christian day 
schools, Bible schools, colleges, and in 
any other Christian set-up that we 
can possibly support. 

There is sameness in all true Chris- 
tian character. All Christians are to 
be holy, blameless, honest, humble, 
and unselfish. In fact, it is these 
characteristics that really make a per- 
son worthy of being called a Chris- 
tian, and it is with such people that 
Christian fellowship is not only pos- 
sible, but easy and pleasant. 

Another reason why Christians 
should enjoy the very best of fellow- 
ship is because the successful promo- 
tion of our common cause and interest 
in the kingdom of God depends on 
the sameness of our qualifications. All 
Christians should be full of the Holy 
Ghost, faith, goodness, knowledge, joy, 
and the love of God. All Christians 
should be “wise as serpents,” yet as 
“harmless as doves.” The devil is 
against all of us. Every Christian 
organization has its troubles within 
and without. There is the lack of 
moral, spiritual, and financial sup- 
port by its unfaithful constituents, 
as well as outsiders. We are confront- 
ed today by not only atheism, agnos- 
ticism, and infidelity in general, but 
modernism, which has a form of god- 
liness but is denying the power thereof. 
Pentecost has been preached, as a 
latter day experience, for better than 
fifty years, yet only ten million pro- 
fess to have the experience. We are 

QorFrontea with the same eneniies in 
our governments, schools, industries; 
in fact, we are confronted with ene- 
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mies of a more subtle, sneaking, un- 
dermining, streamlining nature than 
has ever confronted Christendom be- 
fore. Paul said that the following 
things would be existing in the last 
days; and since they are in full evi- 
dence, surely we are living in the last 
days. Notice what he says: “This 
know also, that in the last days peril- 
ous times shall come. For men shall 
be lovers of their own selves, covetous, 
boasters, proud, blasphemers, disobe- 
dient to parents, unthankful, unholy, 
without natural affection, trucebreak- 
ers, false accusers, incontinent, despis- 
ers of those that are good, traitors, 
heady, highminded, lovers of pleasures 
more than lovers of God; having a 
form of godliness, but denying the 
power thereof; from such turn away,” 
2 Tim. 3:1-5. All of these things chal- 
lenge every Christian and Christian 
organization to whole-hearted fellow- 
ship and to stand heart to heart, 
shoulder to shoulder, as one in Christ 
Jesus, to promote and defend the only 
institution that can help this world— 
the church of the living God. 


With hands, hearts, minds, and 
energy of Christendom joined in glo- 
rious fellowship, we can wield the 
the same influence on this world. We 
shall be the same kind of fruit-bear- 
ing trees in God’s great orchard, and 
branches in God’s great vineyard 
bearing the same kinds of precious 
fruit. We shall be the same salt of 
the earth, saving and preserving the 
lost for Christ. We shall be the same 
kind of lights in this dark world. In 
fact, if the world is ever brought to 
Jesus Christ, if the lost and perishing 
are ever saved, it will be through the 
efforts of born-again, sanctified, 
Spirit-filled Christians lighting the 
way for them. An observer watched a 
lamplighter come out of a dark alley 
and lift his torch to leave a light burn- 
ing, then on and on to leave lights 
burning. The man said, “I watched as 
long as I could see him, then I watched 
his shadow. Then when the man was 
gone and his shadow was gone, I knew 
the way the lamplighter had gone by 
the lights that he left burning.” God 
help us to so light the path we travel 
that others can keep traveling it after 
we are gone. 

We are of many folds now, but we 
shall, in that glorious day, be of the 
same fold with the same Shepherd. 
How wonderful! This thrills my soul! 
We are not interested in a super 
church here. I do not believe the 
time will ever come when all the pro- 
fessed Christians and Christian organ- 


izations will be brought together 
in one great church. After all, it 
may be better that we are sep- 
arated by denominational boundaries 
since we may feel more strongly 
the challenge to assert ourselves. And 
yet this does not mean that we are to 
be envious, prejudiced, jealous, and 
arrogant toward each other—we are 
to “do unto others as we would have 
them do unto us.” As Christians, we 
live and work in 256 different denomi- 
nations, and near perhaps, 400,000 
local churches, but when that glorious 
day shall come, we shall move out 
from our local churches and denomi- 
nations into that “one fold,” with all 
the conflicts behind us, to sing and 
praise Him in unison through the 
millennium and in all eternity.

forever, to drink the water of life 
forever, to reign as priests and enjoy 
forever and ever the most blessed of 
perfect fellowship—that is, if we prac- 
tice Christian fellowship here.

1951. Then we decided to build a 
church pone first. Now iit is a 
beautiful five-room house _ with 
two baths and two porches.

The new church has a 22-room ed- 
ucational department, two rest rooms, 
and an auditorium that will seat 600.

We had our ground-breaking service 
April 22. On October 7 we had our 
opening day, with 500 in Sunday 
School, and we raised over $2,000. The 
church and property. cost approxi- 
mately $60,000. 
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Does the Body of a Christian Sin Apart =e 
From the Soul?

The theory that the body of a 
Christian can and does sin apart from 
the soul began in Balaam and came 
on down through the Nicolaitans, and 
from thence on down through many 
modern preachers and teachers. This 
dangerous theory has led millions to 
take a light attitude toward immoral- 
ity. The essence of this false theory is 
that the body only rules in the deter- 
mination of conduct. This idea is in 
opposition to Rom. 6:12 and many oth- 
er scriptures: “Let not sin therefore 
reign in your mortal body that ye 
should obey it in the lust thereof.” 
It is shown in Rom. 6:12, 13 that the 
body cannot sin except as an instru- 
ment—never as an agent. The out- 
ward man cannot sin until he gets 
permission from the inward man to 
do so. 

A noted radio preacher teaches that 
the body of a Christian can do any of 
the works of the flesh mentioned in 
the fifth chapter of Galatians and not 
defile the soul. This is the same as to 
say that the body can violate the law 
of God and the state, and still be jus- 
tified. He is forced to teach this here- 
sy in order to uphold the theory that 
a Christian can’t fall from grace. This 
heretical opinion is opposed to the 
standards of the Bible. No man can 
indulge in immoralities without sepa- 
rating himself, both soul and body, 
from God. 

This theory is the forerunner of in- 
fidelity. It is one of the main causes of 
juvenile delinquency. It has tended to 
bring on chaos and disorder in our 
world; therefore, to advocate this the- 
ory is to work against the cause of 
Christianity. The theory could only 
have evil effects, because it teaches 
men that they can do any of the 
works of the flesh and at the same 
time not fall from grace. Rom. 12:1 
embarrasses this false theory: “I be- 
seech you therefore, brethren, by the 
mercies of God, that you present your 
bodies a living sacrifice, holy, accep- 
table unto God, which is your reason- 
able service.” Also 1 Cor. 3:16, 7, 
“Know ye not that ye are the temple 
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of God, and that the Spirit of God 
dwelleth in you? If any man defile 
the temple of God, him will God de- 
stroy; for the temple of God is holy, 
which temple ye are.” Him—the in- 
ward man, the soul—shall God destroy, 
if he defile the body. Him—the inward 
man—is responsible for all the out- 
ward man does. THE TEMPLE—the 
outward man—is holy. 

Now let us read 1 Cor. 6:20, “For ye 
are bought with a price: therefore 
glorify God in your body, and in your 
spirit, which are God’s.” Pray tell us, 
how can a Christian glorify God in 
his body, if his body is sin-soaked from 
head to heel? And how could he pre- 
sent a sin-soaked body holy? How 
could his body be sin-soaked and holy 
at the same time? “Glorify God in 
your body, and in your spirit, which 
are God’s.” It is shown in this verse 
that both soul and body are God’s 
property, and that which God owns 
is sanctified for His service. 

And again, “Ye are bought with a 
price; be not ye the servants of men,” 
1 Cor. 7:23. It is utterly impossible to 
serve God in spirit and truth, and at 
the same time serve the devil in the 
flesh. You cannot yield the members 
of your body as instruments of un- 
righteousness unto sin and still be jus- 
tified in your soul. (Rom. 6:13.) We 
are required to yield the members of 
our bodies as instruments of right- 
eousness unto God. “Let not sin there- 
fore reign in your mortal body, that 
ye should obey it in the lust thereof,” 
Rom. 6:12. 

The “CAN’T FALL FROM GRACE— 
SIN IN THE FLESH” THEORY is en- 
tirely without Biblical foundation. It 
condones people in their sins, thus 
leading them into immoralities and 
wickedness. It is more corrupt in many 
respects than any other false doctrine. 
These modern Nicolaitans, who teach 
this theory, are here described: “For 
they have gone in the way of Cain, 
and run greedily after the error of 
Balaam for reward, and perished in 
the gainsaying of Core. These are spots 
in your feasts of charity, when they 


feast with you, feeding themselves 
without fear: clouds they are without 
water, carried about of winds; trees 
whose fruit withereth, without fruit, 
twice dead, plucked up by the roots; 
raging waves of the sea; foaming out 
their own shame; wandering stars, to 
whom is reserved the blackness of 
darkness forever. These are murmur- 
ers, complainers, walking after their 
own lust; and their mouth speaketh 
great swelling words, having men’s 
person in admiration because of ad- 
vantage. These be they who separate 
themselves, sensual, having not the 
Spirit.” 

In Rev. 2:14 we read, “But I have a 
few things against thee, because thou 
hast there them that hold the doctrine 
of Balaam, who taught Balak to cast 
a stumbling block before the children 
of Israel, to eat things sacrificed unto 
idols, and to commit fornication.” 
What was the doctrine of Balaam? 
Answer: Behold, these cause the 
children of Israel, through the coun- 
sel of Balaam, to commit trespass 
against the Lord in the matter of Peor, 
and there was a plague among the 
congregation of the Lord,” Num. 31,16. 

History is repeating itself in that 
MODERN Balaamites are teaching the 
people to commit trespass against the 
Lord. Therefore, we, too, have plagues 
among us. This “sin in the flesh— 
can’t fall from grace” theory is below 
the moral standard. Morality lifts men 
above adultery, fornication, hatred, 
wrath, strife, heresies, drunkenness, 
revellings, and such like. 


THE HUMAN BODY 

Man is “fearfully and wonderfully 
made” (Psalm 139:14). The body is the 
house in which the man lives—“Them 
that dwell in houses of clay, whose 
foundation is in the dust” (Job 4:19). 
The man owns the house—the house 
does not own the man. The owner of 
the house controls the house; he reg- . 


Paul verified this when he said, “But 
I keep under my body”, i.e. I keep it 
under control, and bring it into sub- 


ulates every movement of the house. 
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jection: lest that by any means, when 
I have preached to others, I myself 
should be a castaway,” 1 Cor. 9:27. 
“Therefore, brethren, we are debtors, 
not to the flesh, to live after the flesh. 
For if ye live after the flesh, ye shall 
die: but if ye through the Spirit do 
mortify the deeds of the body, ye shall 
live,” Rom. 8:12, 13. “Mortify therefore 
your members which are upon earth 
fornication, uncleanness, inordinate 
affection, evil concupiscence, and cov- 
etousness, which is idolatry: for which 
things’ sake the wrath of God cometh 
on the children of disobedience,” Col. 
3:5, 6. “For he that soweth to his flesh 
shall of the flesh reap corruption,” 
Gal. 6:8. 

All of these scriptures are addressed 
to the inner soul of man relative to 
the conduct and control of his body, 
and they conclusively prove that if 
the soul uses the body in the practice 
of sin, that soul will go down to hell. 
Further, here are some scriptures that 
prove conclusively that the soul con- 
trols the actions of the body. “This I 
say then, walk in the Spirit, and ye 
shall not fulfill the lust of the flesh,” 
Gal. 5:16. “Now the works of the flesh 
are manifest, which are these; adul- 
tery, fornication, uncleanness, lasciv- 
iousness, idolatry, witchcraft, hatred, 
variance, emulations, wrath, strife, 
seditions, heresies, envyings, murders, 
drunkenness, revellings, and such like: 
of the which I tell you before, as I 
have also told you in time past, that 
they which do such things shall not 
inherit the kingdom of God,” Gal. 5:— 
19-21. You will notice that the “SIN IN 
THE FLESH—CAN’T FALL FROM 
GRACE” THEORY contradicts Jesus’ 
own words in Mark 7:20-23, “And he 
said, That which cometh out of the 
man, that defileth the man. For from 
within, out of the heart of men, pro- 
ceed evil thoughts, adulteries, forni- 
cations, murders, thefts, covetousness, 
wickedness, deceit, lasciviousness, an 
evil eye, blasphemy, pride, foolishness: 
all these things come from within, and 
defile the man.” Notice, Jesus enum- 
erated the works of the flesh, and de- 
clared that they were sins proceeding 
“from within, out of the heart.” They 
are sins proceeding from the inner 
soul, and “the soul that sins it shall 
die,” Ezek. 18:20. The “CAN’T FALL 
FROM GRACE” THEORY denies this 
in open unbelief. 

To what extent does the Bible -con- 
demn the works of the flesh? Answer: 
“And even as they did not like to re- 
tain God in their knowledge, God gave 
them over to a reprobate mind to do 
those things which are not convenient; 
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being filled with all unrighteousness, 
fornication, wickedness, covetousness, 
maliciousness; full of envy, murder, 
debate, deceit, malignity; whisperers, 
backbiters, haters of God, despiteful, 
proud, boasters, inventors of evil 
things, disobedient to parents, without 
understanding, covenant-break- 
ers, without natural affection, implac- 
able, unmerciful: who knowing the 
judgment of God, that they which 
commit such things are worthy of 
death, not only do the same, but have 
pleasure in them that do them,” Rom. 
1:28-32. Now you can see from this 
that the works of the flesh are con- 
demned to death and hell. “But we are 
sure that the judgment of God is ac- 
cording to truth against them which 
commit such things.” “God will render 
to every man according to his deeds,” 
Rom. 2:6. “For the Son of man shall 
come in the glory of his Father with 
his angels; and then he shall reward 
every man according to his works,” 
Matt. 16:27. “For we must all appear 
before the judgment seat of Christ; 
that every one may receive the things 
done in his body, according to that 
he hath done, whether it be good or 
bad,” 2 Cor. 5:10. 

The above quotation caps the cli- 
max and clinches the nail on the oth- 
er side—“THAT EVERY ONE MAY RE- 
CEIVE THE THINGS DONE IN HIs 
BODY.” See, here the deeds are not 
ascribed to the body, but to the one 
who lives in the body. The body does 
not, and cannot, sin independent of the 
soul. Why labor any longer under this 
strong delusion? This intensive delu- 
sion is the devil’s best delusion to de- 
ceive and trick the people into believ- 
ing a lie and being damned. (2 Thess. 
3:11.) i 

Again, the “SIN IN THE FLESH— 
INDEPENDENT OF THE SOUL” THE- 
ORY is in direct opposition to the mor- 
al law. “He that turneth away his ear 
from hearing the law, even his prayer 
shall be abomination,” Prov. 28:9. 
“Were they (the sinners in the flesh) 
ashamed when they had committed 
abomination? Nay, they were not at 
all ashamed, neither could they blush: 
therefore they shall fall among them 
that fall: at the time that I visit them 
they shall be cast down, saith the 
Lord,” Jer. 6:15. “The:efore the show- 
ers have been withbolden, and there 
hath been no latter rain; and thou 
hast a whore’s forehead, thou refuseth 
to be ashamed,” Jer. 33. These modern 
Balaamites are not ashamed. They 
boast and brag about their sins in the 
flesh independent of the soul. But they 
will have nothing to brag about at the 
judgment. 


CAN A CHRISTIAN FALL FROM 
GRACE? 

CAN A CHRISTIAN SIN SO AS TO 
BE LOST IN HELL? Some say, “No!” 
But the Bible says, “For after they 
have escaped the pollution of the 
world through the knowledge of the 
Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ, they 
are again entangled therein, and over- 
come, the latter end is worse with 
them than the beginning. For it had 
been better for them not to have 
known the way of righteousness, than, 
after they have known it, to turn from 
the holy commandment delivered uh- 
to them,” 2 Peter 20:22. Here is one 
who actually escaped pollution of the 
world, and later was again entangled. 
Then God said of him, “It had been 
better for him never to have been 
saved.” How could God make such a 
statement if the man could not be 
lost in hell? And Jesus said, “When 
the unclean spirit is gone out of a man, 
he walketh through dry places, seek- 
ing rest, and findeth none. Then he 
saith, I will return into my house from 
whence I came out; and when he is 
come, he findeth it empty, swept, and 
garnished. Then goeth he, and taketh 
with himself seven other spirits more 
wicked than himself, and they enter 
in and dwell there: and the last state 
of that man is worse than the first. 
Even so shall it be also unto this wick- 
ed generation,” Matt. 12:43-45. 

In conclusion let me ask, Does a 
Christian’s body serve God part time, 
and the devil part time? Does the 
tongue sing, pray, and testify on Sun- 
day, and curse, slander, and lie on 
Monday? “Does a fountain send forth 
at the same place sweet water and 
bitter? Can the fig tree, my brethren, 
bear olive berries? either a vine, figs? 
so can no fountain both yield salt wa- 
ter and fresh,” James 3:12.

NEW ACTIVITY IN CHURCH

For the past two years the group 
of archeologists have been digging in 
the sands of Britain’s Protectorate of 
Aden, not far from the Red Sea and 
near the border of Yemen. The sus- 
picious king of Yemen had sent his 
tribesmen to watch the expedition, 
for he thought they were spies.

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Tee Cte, the Chistian, and the 
LIQUOR TRAFFIC 


By Paul H. Walker, State Overseer of Ohio 


In Beckley, West Virginia, five years 
ago last Christmas, while driving in 
the suburbs of this beautiful little city, 
I saw a man fighting two other men 
and a woman. One man, about 28 
years old, was fighting an elderly man, 
his son, and the elderly man’s wife. 
The elderly man had his right eye 
knocked out of its socket. The old 
woman had been knocked over the 
embankment into a clump of 
brush. The two young men were stand- 
ing face to face, cursing each other. 
All of a sudden a little boy ran up 
with a standard from a truck and 
handed it to the son of the man who 
had his eye knocked out, who in turn 
viciously swung the club and struck 
his opponent over the head, knock- 
ing him senseless in the middle of the 
highway, and proceeded to beat him. 
My wife and children screamed. I 
pulled up alongside and jumped out. 
I gave a war whoop loud enough to 
attract the man’s attention and made 
a lunge for him to keep him from kill- 
ing the victim. In 4 moment he leaped 
over the man’s body, ran down a side 
road and struck another man on the 
head, at which time the police ar- 
rived, but the parties made their get- 
away. The cause was liquor. Nothing 
could be much more repulsive than 
this. Yet some argue that good men 
are often employed by state liquor con- 
cerns to sell liquor. That is a mistake. 
No good man operates a bad business. 


Bible Grounds for Opposing 
Liquor 

Some might say a preacher has no 
right to talk against liquor, because 
that deals with politics. If that be true, 
he has no right to preach against adul- 
tery, because that deals with moral 
issues. If there were less liquor drink- 
ers, there would be less adultery, less 
illegitimacy, and less unhappy. homes. 
So, I contend it is the duty of every 
preacher to preach against sin and 
the devil, and liquor as sinful. 
The Old Testament Sets Forth Com- 

plete Abstinence 

During the wilderness wanderings 

of the Israelites, they neither drank 
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wine nor strong drinks for forty years. 
Jeremiah, under God, commended the 
Rechabites because they had kept the 
tradition of their father, Jonadab, who 
abstained from wine and strong drink. 
Jeremiah 35:1-14. The great judge of 
Israel, Samuel, was a total abstainer 
from strong drink. Daniel purposed 
in his heart he would not defile him- 
self with the king’s meat or with the 
wine which he drank. He was a great 
prophet of God. Daniel 1:8. Luke 1:15 
shows that John the Baptist, the fore- 
runner of Jesus, totally abstained from 
strong drink. In Judges 13:4-14, God 
commanded the mother’s son to drink 
no wine or strong drink. Samson, be- 
ing a Nazarite and strong man of the 
Bible, was a total abstainer. In Le- 
viticus 10:8, 9, God commanded the 
priests to drink no wine or strong 
drink. Numbers 6:1-3 commands the 
Nazarites to drink no wine or strong 
drink. 

Evangeline Booth said, “All the vile 
souls that have ever trailed the bloody 
tracks across street or vale or plain; 
all the cruel instruments of war, an- 
cient and modern, that have drawn 
blood, torn flesh, maimed bodies and 
destroyed life; all the destructive pow- 
ers that have ever sunk ships, devas- 
tated cities, plundered homes, brought 
down kings, all in their mass aggre- 
gate, have never caused one-half the 
sorrow, the ruin, the self-destruction, 
and the death that has the caldrons 
of this red-eyed, fiery-mass, gory- 
handed, diabolical monster—ALCO- 
HOL.” 

The degeneracies, tragedies, heart- 
breaks, sorrows, disgraces, wounded 
lives and broken spirits that grow out 
of the use of this deadly poison are 
properly portrayed by the Scripture. 

Hardly had the feet of Noah hit dry 
ground before he was drunk, naked be- 
fore his family, to their shame and 
humiliation. 

Almost before the fire and brim- 
stone stopped falling over Sodom and 
Gomorrah, the two single daughters 
of Lot had their father drunk, lay 
down in adultery with him, and arose 


to bear children to their own father 
in a drunken debauch. 

David made Uriah drunk because 
he thought the influence of strong 
drink would allow him to go home 
and cover up his (David’s) sin. Then 
David killed him. 

1 Samuel 25:36, 37, and 38 shows 
that Abigail came to Nabal and held 
a feast in his house like the feast of a 
king. Nabal’s heart was merry within 
him, for he was very drunken. In the 
morning when the wine was gone out 
of Nabal, and his wife told him things 
that had happened, his heart died 
within him, and he became as stone. 
It came to pass about ten days after 
that the Lord smote Nabal and he 
died. Died and brought disgrace on his 
fine old family name, because he was 
a direct descendant of Caleb. 

Ammon was Killed by his half-broth- 
er, Absalom. First, Absalom made Am- 
mon drunk. While he was so drunk he 
didn’t know what he was doing, Ab- 
salom plunged a sword through him. 


You remember in Daniel 5 where 
Belshazzar, with a thousand of his 
lords and concubines, had a big feast 
and drank wine in the golden vessels 
of the Lord and praised the gods of 
gold and silver. But they forgot the 
One in whose hands Belshazzar’s very 
breath was, and when the hand wrote 
on the wall, Belshazzar was in a 
drunken fit. He sobered up, no doubt, 
when it was read by God’s prophet, 
Daniel, “Thou art weighed in the bal- 
ances, and art found wanting.” 

The Old Testament Warns Against the 
Use of Strong Drink 

“Woe unto him that giveth his 
neighbor drink,” Hab. 2:15. 

“Wine is a mocker, strong -drink is 
raging: and whosoever is deceived 
thereby is not wise,” Prov. 20:1. 

“Woe unto them that are mighty to 
drink wine, and men of strength to 
mingle strong drink: which justify the 
wicked for reward, and take away the 
righteousness of the righteous from 
him! Isa. 5:22, 23. 

“Woe unto them that rise up in the 
morning, that they may follow strong 
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drink that continue until night, till 
wine inflame them! Isa. 5:11. 


“WHO HATH WOE? WHO HATH 
SORROW? WHO HATH CONTEN- 
TIONS? WHO HATH BABBLINGS? 
WHO HATH WOUNDS WITHOUT A 
CAUSE? WHO HATH REDNESS OF 
EYES? They that tarry long at the 
wine; they that go to seek mixed 
wine,” Prov. 23:29, 30. No man can 
deny that drink does exactly what the 
Scripture states that it does. There- 
fore, we must be emphatic in our po- 
sition and accept the undeniable, in- 
escapable admonition of the holy 
Scripture. 

The Scripture continues: “Look not 
thou upon the wine when it is red, 
when it giveth his color in the cup, 
when it moveth itself aright. At the 
last it biteth like a serpent, and sting- 
eth like an adder. Thine eyes shall 
behold strange women, and thine 
heart shall utter perverse things,” 
Prov. 23:31-33. 


We could not find stronger language 
than that which was used by the wise 
man. He said not even to look upon it, 
let alone drink it. Leave it completely 
alone. Shun it as you would a snake—a 
poisonous adder. 


Strong Drink Is Not for Rulers 


“It is not for kings to drink wine, 
or for princes strong drink: lest they 
drink, and forget the law, and per- 
vert the judgment of any of the af- 
flicted. Prov. 31:4, 5 makes one feel 
bad and shake in his shoes when, 
after the heads of the _ govern- 
ment wind up in an official meeting, 
we see them dragging out boxes of 
empty beer and liquor bottles. “It is 
not for kings to drink wine nor for 
princes strong drink.” If that were 
written today, it would read: “It is 
not for presidents to drink wine, even 
if they claim to be church members. It 
is not for Congressmen to drink wine, 
or for Senators to drink wine. It is not 
for secretaries of state to drink wine.” 
Did you know that for more than ten 
years the Congress of the United 
States has appropriated over half a 
million dollars from the taxpayers’ 
money just for the primary purpose 
of buying liquor to entertain foreign 
diplomats? And at Cairo, Teheran, 
Yalta, Potsdam where the state of the 
world was involved, and where agree- 
ments were entered into out of which 
have largely come the Korean con- 
flict our American diplomats drank 
booze until their brains were in a 
whirl, and at least one of them had to 
be carried away completely incapaci- 
tated! Indeed, No! “It is not for kings 
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to drink wine, nor for princes strong 
drink, lest they drink, and forget the 
law.” 
Alcohol a Disease Is Bunk 

There is a half-witted, sickly, sen- 
timental, mussy, nonsensical idea be- 
ing promoted and advocated by the 
liquor interest and accepted by 
thoughtless, careless, indifferent peo- 
ple to the effect that we should not 
blame the alcoholic or drunkard for 
his drunkenness. They say he is just 
a sick man, that he has a disease, 
that his drunkenness is not due to any 
personal fault of his own, but due to 
dietary deficiencies, mental frustra- 
tion, and psychological quirks. There- 
fore, he is not responsible. We should 
not criticize him, blame him, condemn 
him, or abuse him. But, what says the

Word of God? 

The Scripture is as clear as the 
brightest noonday sun. The drunkard 
is personally responsible for his sin of 
drunkenness. Drunkenness is classified 
in the same sinful category as murder, 
adultery, stealing, idolatry, extortion, 
and other sins of the flesh. If drunk- 
enness is a disease, let me say there 
is a cure for it; that is, through the 
atoning blood of Jesus Christ. The 
same blood that saves the harlot, the 
thief, the extortionist, the idolaters, 
efficacy 
enough to save the drunk. And, if it 
hasn’t, then we must acknowledge that 
drunkenness is a worse sin than idol- 
atry, or any other crime in the cate- 
gory of disgrace.

STUDY

“Study to shew thyself approved 
unto God, a workman that needeth 
not to be ashamed, rightly dividing 
the word of truth,” 2 Tim. 2:15. 

The above statement was made by 
the immortal Paul to his spiritual son 
Timothy. This man Paul was the 
great unashamed Christian of the 
centuries. He had been educated in 
the greatest university of his day. 
He was a member of the proudest 
race among men. He was one of the 
most intellectual men of all times. He 
could speak with an eloquence equal 
to that of any of the Roman or Gre- 
cian orators. And yet, with all these 
personal endowments, he had to re- 
tire to Arabia for years to study to 
show himself approved unto God and 
man. an example of how 
people of God should study to be 
honest, quiet, intellectual, charitable, 
and, last but not least, to be well in- 
formed in the Word of God. It is piti- 
ful to see a minister in the pulpit 
wrestling with the Word of God, with- 
out a knowledge of his subject matter. 
It is appalling to be ignorant of the 
Word of God when its contents can 
be mastered through study. “He who 
would search for pearls must dive 


below.” 
During the great debate in the U. S. 
Senate in 1830 and 1850 there was a 


brilliant young orator of South Caro- 
lina named Robert Hayne, who made 
a speech in opposition to Webster. 
When that speech was finished, all 
who heard it said no one could re- 
ply to it. During the speech by Mr. 
Hayne, Webster sat silent in study, 
and when his time came to speak he 
arose. Calmly, and without notes and 
apparently without preparation, he 
delivered what is said to be the most 
eloquent speech ever made in the 
U. S. Senate. When he had concluded 


the speech, one old veteran Senator 
rushed up and said, “Mr. Webster, how 
can you make such a speech without 
preparation?” This famous _ reply 
came from Webster, “I have, through 
study, been preparing that speech 
thirty-five years.” If Webster, in all 
his oratorical ability, had to study to 
approve himself unto the American 
people and God, then the people who 
are teaching and preaching the Word 
of God should study harder to put 
over a work that has an everlasting 
meaning. 

Archimedes, a celebrated mathe- 
matician of antiquity, said, “Give me 
a lever and something on which to 
stand, and I will move the world.” 
Archimedes, through study, did revolu- 
tionize mathematical science. “There 
is no royal road to learning; it all 
comes about as a result of study.” To 
be properly informed in the Word of 
God is a work of spiritual culture. 
Theodore Roosevelt once said, “One 
cannot say he is properly educated 
till he has acquired a knowledge of 
God’s Word.” 

During the evolution trial a few 
years age in Dayton, Tenn., William 
J. Bryan was called in to defend the 
book of Genesis against the bitter 
attacks of Clarence Darrow, a famous 
criminologist. During the course of the 
trial, Mr. Darrow referred to Bryan 
as an ignorant man. Bryan said, “I 
have stood before kings and digni- 
taries of many nations. None of them 
called me ignorant.” Bryan further

Forty-eight of our churches were 
completely destroyed, with twenty-two 
others so badly damaged that some 
are not safe to hold services in and will 
have to be torn down and rebuilt. The 
money you have sent is being put to 
good use, and soon we will have some 
nice buildings. We are endeavoring to 
use the money to buy the materials, 
asking the people to contribute the 
labor as much as possible. During the 
hurricane, many of our people lost 
their homes and all the furniture and 
clothing except what clothing they 
had on when the hurricane struck. So 
you see the clothing you have been 
sending is more of a blessing to these 





poor destitute people than you can 
imagine. We gave a small barrel of 


clothing to one pastor, and he distrib- @ 


uted it to sixty-nine people; a garment 
to each one. The pastor told us that 
the very next service some of the peo- 
ple came wearing the garment he gave 
them. 

You who have never been here can- 
not possibly imagine the hardships 
and poverty in which the people live. 
Many of our good faithful Church of 
God pastors live on as little as two and 
three dollars a month. 

We have been very busy in the of- 
fice, writing to the many in the United 
States, thanking them for their var- 
ious gifts, but it seems that it is almost 
impossible to write to everyone who 
has helped. So, if you do not receive a 
personal letter from us, please know 
we are very thankful for your faithful 
interest in the mission field. May God 
bless you every one.

Just a few days ago we went to San- 
ta Tecla, El Salvador, Central America, 
for a young people’s convention. I was 
accompanied by Martha Ramirez and 
Sister Betuliah Lopez.

‘TURTLE’ CARRIES ON 


The Hawaii Weekly, December 9, 
1951, gives us the following informa- 
tion by Annabel Damon: 


“Id rather be dead than blind” is an 
expression heard often among people 
who are fortunate enough to have all 
their faculties. But being blind is not 
the “end” of everything by any means, 
as Yoshinao (Turtle) Omiya can tell 
you. Blinded by a land mine just after 
the third crossing the Allies made at 





the Volturno River, Yoshinao, who pre- 
fers to be called “Turtle,” has not been 
able to see anything since 1943. 

“I was pretty discouraged about the 
future, too, when the doctors told me 
there wasn’t any hope of my ever see- 
ing again,” Yoshinao admitted. “At 
first I thought I’d have to spend the 
rest of my life in bed.” 

With the famous 100th Infantry in 
Italy when the accident occurred, Yo- 
shinao said the last thing he ever saw 
was a “bright blue flash.” 


“Due to poor communications and 
heavy equipment, our unit got lost 
temporarily,” he explained, “and while 
we were wandering around several of 
us hit this land mine. I was lucky not 
to be killed.” 

Hope came to Yoshinao when he be- 
gan attending classes for the blind at 
Valley Forge and Old Farm’s Conva- 
lescent Special, a school for the read- 
justment of the blind located in Con- 
necticut. 

“They took away our canes there,” 
he smiled, “and had us working at 
drill presses before we left.” 

Another step forward came when 
Earl Finch visited him in New York

Text, 2 Chron. 20:12, “O our God, 
wilt thou not judge them? for we have 
no might against this great company 
that cometh against us; neither know 
we what to do: but our eyes are upon 
thee.” 

The occasion. for these words was 
the near tragic position in which God’s 
ancient people, Judah, and their good 
king, Jehoshaphat, found themselves. 
The Ammonites and their allies were 
preparing to make war against them. 
In this time of impending disaster this 
great leader did what any child of 
God should always do in time of 
trouble or sorrow. He prayed, and he 
ee and set himself to seek the 

ord.” 

If, in these tragic days when the 
forces of evil, fear, hatred, and greed 
are running rampant across the world, 
our own national leaders would pat- 
tern themselves after this great leader 
and set themselves to seek the Lord 
for guidance and deliverance, I am 
sure it would not be long until most of 
our problems would be solved and war 
clouds begin to recede. Certainly the 
solution to every problem confronting 
humanity is to be found only in God 
and in Christ Jesus our Lord. 

Judah and their good king found 
their-extremity was God’s opportunity 
to work. When they were forced by 
their very helplessness to turn and re- 
ly upon their God, He heard them and 
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wrought a great deliverance for them 
—not by their own hands, but by His 
hands. Not until they sought Him with 
their whole hearts, not until they 
could come before Him and pray in 
dead earnestness, not until they 
came with more than empty phrases 
and beautifully composed prayers, no, 
not until they came with simple sin- 
cere words of supplication, did He hear 
and deliver. When they so approached 
the Lord, He answered them. “Thus 
saith the Lord unto you, Be not afraid 
nor dismayed by reason of this great 
multitude; for the battle is not your’s 
but God’s.” “Ye shall not need to fight 
in this battle: set yourselves, stand ye 
still, and see the salvation of the Lord 
with you, O Judah and Jerusalem.” 
This answer was after the people had 
sought the Lord with all their hearts. 
They had been praying with a dead 
earnestness that is always character- 
istic of prevailing prayer, a patient 
persistence; and withal it is under- 
girded with a submissiveness that ex- 
presses itself in the words of our Sav- 
iour, “Nevertheless not as I will, but 
as thou wilt,” Matt. 26:39. It was thus 
that Jehoshaphat prayed, “O our God.” 
There are no vain repetitions here; no 
attempts at beautiful words, but the 
cry of one in distress. It seems you 
can almost feel the pulsation of his 
pea soul as he pours out the burden 
of his heart in a dead earnest prayer 
that gushes forth in prevailing per- 
sistence. 

Certainly we have not advanced far 
in the school of prayer if we have not 
learned that prayer is not a mono- 
logue. By “monologue” I mean one- 
way talking. It seems that is about all 
some people think it is, for they want 
to do all the talking, and just as soon 
as they are through they wait for 
nothing more. However, prayer is a 
dialogue; we talk and wait for the 
Lord to answer. He will answer when 
we pray in sincerity. Many times our 
deepest needs or greatest burdens can- 
not be expressed. Words fail, and we 
are unable to say to the Lord what we 
feel or what we need. It is too pro- 
found for words. It is then that the 
Spirit dwelling within us comes to 
our aid, “For we know not what we 
should pray for as we ought; but the 
Spirit itself maketh intercession for 
us with groanings which cannot be ut- 
tered,” Rom. 8:26. It is in times like 
this that we are blest to hear that in- 
ner voice whispering, “This is the way, 
walk ye in it, when ye turn to the 
right hand, and when ye turn to the 
left,” Isa. 30:21. 

In a letter written by J. W. Chap- 


man to a friend he said, “I have 
learned some great lessons concerning 
prayer. At one of our missions in Eng- 
land, the audience was exceedingly 
small; but I received a note saying 
that an American missionary was go- 
ing to pray God’s blessings down upon 
our work. He was known as ‘Praying 
Hyde.’ Almost instantly the tide 
turned. The hall became packed, and 
at my first invitation fifty men came 
to Christ. As we were leaving I said 
to Mr. Hyde, ‘I want you to pray for 
me.’ He came to my room, turned the 
key in the door, dropped on his knees, 
and waited five minutes before a word 
came from his lips. I could hear my 
heart beating and thumping; I felt 
the hot tears running down my face. 
I knew I was with God. Then with 
upturned face, down which tears were 
streaming, he said, “O God”; then for 
five minutes, at least, he was still 
again. And then, when I,knew he was 
talking with God, there came up from 
the depth of his heart such petitions 
for men as I had never heard before. 
I rose from my knees to know what 
real prayer was.” Oh that we all 
might wait upon the Lord until our 
starving souls might be able to hear 
His hope-inspiring, power-imparting 
voice speaking to us. We can have it, 
but only through dead-earnest seeking 
after God. 

It was a dead-earnest Jacob who 
said, “I will not let you go except thou 
bless me.” It was a dead-earnest Moses 
who prayed for a backslidden Israel. It 
was a dead-earnest Jesus who prayed 
that night so long ago in Gethsemane 
as He anticipated the cross of cruci- 
fixion. We are told that when He 
prayed His face glistened with tears. 
We read in Hebrews 5:7, “Who in the 
days of his flesh, when he had offered 
up prayers and supplications with 
strong crying and tears unto him that 
was able to save him from death, and 
was heard in that he feared.” Both 
powerfully and miraculously will our 
God work in behalf of His children 
when they humbly come to Him in 
dead-earnest prayer. 

In the Pacific, from their torpedoed 
ship, sailors leaped into the water to 
swim for their lives. Twelve of them 
kept together. In horror they looked 
up and saw a lake of oil rolling in 
flames toward them. There was no 
escape from this horrible death sweep- 


ing toward them, but one Christian - 
boy in that group began to call ‘cr@® 


God to save them. Then with ear 
nestness the others joined in, “O God, 
please save us; please, God.” Do you 
think God could ignore that plea? 
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Certainly not. Immediately that lake 
of flaming oil parted, as if by an un- 
seen hand, leaving a clear path in 
front of these noble youths; and lo, 
God placed in front of them a life raft. 
You might argue with some that a 
thing like that just happened, but not 
with a one of those twelve young men. 
They know that God answers prayer. 
I think of a story I read of a widowed 
mother in Edinburgh, Scotland, who 
sobbed out her soul’s burden to God 
during the night. She prayed, “O God, 
save my boy. Save him. I plead the 
blood of Jesus.” That same night her 
son, a medical student and a member 
of the Hell Club, was assisting in a 
mock celebration of the Lord’s Supper. 
He held up a glass of wine and said, 
“The blood of our Lord and Saviour 
Jesus Christ.” Then trembling and 
pale, he put it down and ran from the 
place. The wine had seemed to turn 
to blood. As he walked, he cared not 
where, he moaned, “I am guilty of 
the blood of Christ.” At dawn he came 
home and went to his room, and his 
mother heard crying and praying for 
mercy there. Going into his room, she 
threw her arms around his neck, and 
as the sun came up over the city that 
morning, the dead-earnest prayer of 
a God-fearing mother was answered. 
Her son was saved. He went to his 


classes that day and asked permission 
to testify to the students of his ex- 
perience. Then he was granted per- 
mission to go out on the streets and 


witness. One day at a conference he 
was asked to pray. In the beginning of 
his prayer, he prayed thus, “We praise 
thee, O God, for the Son of thy love; 
for Jesus who died and has now gone 
above.” This was William P. Mackay, 
once the president of the “Hell Club,” 
breathing this beautiful prayer. He 
later became a minister of the gospel 
because a mother dared to pray a dead- 
earnest prayer. 

My brothers and sisters in Christ, 
God’s way out for all these people was 
through prayer. In all their troubles, 
sorrows, and despair they found a way 
out through dead-earnest seeking the 
face of God.

City and made arrangements for a 
Seeing Eye dog. 

His first dog, Audrey, was run over 
shortly after his return to the islands, 
and the second, Lady Audrey, was ac- 
quired in’ 1947. Both animals came 
from the Seeing Eye Institute at 
Morristown, New Jersey. 

Because of Hawaii’s restrictive quar- 
antine laws and the necessity for Yo- 
shinao to be with his new dog con- 
stantly, it was arranged for him to 
live at the quarantine station for the 
full 120 days each time he imported a 
dog. The only times he and his dog 
were allowed out was with an atten- 
dant, and the dog had to be muzzled. 

A baseball player in his early days, 
he picked up the nickname “Turtle” 
from the catcher’s chest protector he 
always wore and which resembled the 
hard shell back of the turtle. When he 
joined the Army, the name took on 
new meaning, he says, because he was 
the slowest man on his unit’s team. 

Yoshinao Omiya, a regular church- 
goer, has visited the Church of God 
each Sunday since February (1951). 
Doctors told him he would never see 
again, but he has hope, as a slight 
growth has begun to appear in his 
left..eye, and he has had slight reac- 
tions to lights. 

Able to lead a completely normal 
life with the aid of his faithful Lady 
Audrey, blindness holds no fears for

Yoshinao, World War II vet who lost 
his sight when someone stepped on a 
land mine in Italy in 1945 (wounding 
three; one died, one slightly wounded, 
and Yoshinao was left blind. The man 
who stepped on the mine was not in- 
jured at all). 

Formerly a carpenter by trade, Yo- 
shinao has become a masseur since 
his accident. He took up restoration 
massage from the late Prof. Henry 
Okazaki, and now he has his own stu- 
dio in his home. While learning he did 
odd jobs at the Hawaiian Pineapple 
Company for nearly a year. 

Read Yoshinao’s testimony: “Shrap- 
nel entered my right eye, completely 
destroying it, and an operation one 
week later was for the complete re- 
moval of the right eye. Due to con- 
cussion, the left eyeball was so severe- 
ly ruptured that there was no possibil- 
ity of ever seeing again. Later on the 
eye began drying out, and several 
months later it dried out completely. 
The doctor said there was no hope of 
ever seeing again.”
